"When should the declarer lead trumps?" is a question that i 
frequently asked. As a general rule, don't lead trumps until you hav 
established your long suit, unless your trump holding is so stronc 
;hat you can lead trumps and still retain control. Such hands, how- 
;ver, play themselves and the difficulty usually arises when the tri 
strength is or may be : evenly divided between the declarer and his 
jpponents. It often happens that the declarer has been forced to bid

At trick two, therefore, A should lead a low heart 
from B's (the dummy's) hand. Z will be forced to win this trick,

Marsh Declares State Will Be
Second in United

States

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 13 (Spe­ 
cial). Official figures made public 
here today by Will H. Marsh, chief 
of the division of motor vehicl' 
show that a total of 1,476,913 mot 
vehicles and trailers \vcre regis­ 
tered in California duri n9215.g 
tered in California during 1926.

Marsh announced this was a net 
gain of 126,164, or 9.2 percent, 0' 
1924, when 1,350,769 vehicles were 
registered.

"This will put California second, 
if not first, on the list of states in 
number of automobiles," Marsh 
said.

Registrations were divided as fol­ 
lows: Automobiles, 1,224,887; pneu­ 
matic-tired trucks, 172,280; solid- 
tired trucks, 42,296; motorcycles, 
10,997; trailers, 26,463.

All types of vehicles showed an 
increase with thejwcception of mo­ 
torcycles, which 1H&ve been dwin­ 
dling steadily for several years. 
The gain In passenger cars ap­ 
proximated 100,000.

The net receipts of the division 
for the year totaled »7,816,620.40. 
The major part of this money will 
be turned over to the state high­ 
way commission and the various 
counties for road maintenance pur­ 
poses.

During the year the division col­ 
lected license fees of f2 each from 
106,230 chauffeurs operating in the ' 
state-
